RECORD PROFITS 

The profits of all American cor-| 

porations (before taxes were paid) 
stood at $5.3 billions in 1939. By 
1942 they stood at an estimated , 
total of $20 billions. Even after 
corporations hac paid taxes their 
profits totalled $7.9 billions in 1941 
and were about the same in 1942, 
the Office of Price Administration 
says. This is 97 per cent above the 
1939 level. Despite war taxes, | 
American business is making twice | 
as much net as before the war. 

At the same time, by a miracle 
of physical production, the pro- 
duction of the wage-earner and | 
the farmer has improved enor- 
mously in terms of income, They 
are better off today, in their 
purchasing power, than ever be- 
fore, better off than any citizens 
anywhere, at any time in history. 
The average weekly carnings of 

all factory workers have increased 
40 per cent since January, 1941, and 
more than 60 per cent since Sep- 
tember, 1939. Even after allowing 
for the increased cost of living, the 
actual purchasing power of the| 
average industrial worker is still 


36 per cent more than it was be-| 
|

FARMERS IN CLOVER 

The position of the farmer, Mr. 
Byrnes says, is equally favorable. 
Between 1939 and 1942 total costs | 
of farm production increased by 
38 per cent and farm production by 
20 per cent, while farm prices rose 
an average of 71 per cent. After | 
counting in the farmers’ extra 
costs of production their total net) 
income in 1942 stood at the highest, 
level in history, a billion dollars 
above the inflationary peak of 1919. 

All this does not mean that} 
Americans are not suffering from} 
the war. Their income is the} 
largest in recorded time but they | 
cannot exchange a large part of 
it for goods, because the factories 
are now turning out weapons. The 
American people must be satisfied 
this year. with about the same) 
amoun’ of goods they used during} 
the depth of the depression, but 
these available supplies will be 
spread more equitably than ever 
before, 


PEOPLE MUST DECIDE 
This is a physical fact and noth- 
ing can alter ‘it. But as soon as the 
war is over the American people | 
must decide what they are going | 
do about their unprecedented in- 
come. Is it to be allowed to drop 
to its old level? Are wages to} 
slump, farm prices collapse, work- 
ers to be jobless, the present na- 
tional income of $140 billions to 
drop down to a third of that figure 

as in the last depression? 
Speaking for the government, 
Mr. Byrnes says this is unthink- 
able. “The American industrial 
worker and his family,” says Mr. 
Byrnes, “today enjoy the highest 
purchasing power that has ever 
existed in this or any other coun- 
try. If we preserve and protect 
this purchasing power, it will con- 
stitute the basis of an unparaliel- | 
ed prosperity for American work- 
ers in the post-war period.” 
This is easy to say. It meaas keep- 
ing industry operating at full blast 
afte> the war business has disap- 
peared. It means keeping at work 
millions who never worked before. 
It means the maintenance of such 
Wages as no workers ever received 
before. It means that boom must 
become the normal mode of life.

Lend-Lease Plan

WASHINGTON, March 1. 
American Lend Lease Adminis- 
trator Edward R, Stettinius, Jr., 
told the Senate foreign relations 
committee today that under the 
lend-lease program Great Britain 
and the United States have sent 
5,600 planes, 6,200 tanks and 
85,000 other military motor vehi- 
cles to Soviet Russia. 

Testifying in behalf of a bill to 
extend the program for one ‘year he 
sala « had resulted in “a genuine 


| pooling of the available services of 


all of the United Nations.” 

He revealed that the United 
is supplying 44 countries 
with lend-lease food and materials 
said that “lend-lease in re- 
verse” has resulted in contributions 
of food, equipment and resources 
of incalcuable proportions to main- 
tain American armies on foreign 
soil.

MONTREAL, March 1.—(CP) 
—Ration coupon banking went 
into effect today in branches of 
the chartered banks throughout 
Canada. 


L. B. Unwin, administrator of 
consumer rationing fcr the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, said 
yesterday that “every retailer, 
wholesaler and producer or dis- 
tributor of rationed commodities is 
affected.” 

Gasoline rationing, however, is 
net included in the system of 
ration coupon banking, 


HOW SYSTEM WORKS 


The system, announced 
weeks ago, works as follows: 

The individual consumer is not 
concerned. 

The retailer will stick on gum- 
med sheets provided him the cou- 
pons he receives from his custom- 
ers. Depending on whetlizr his 
turnover in foods is large, medium

or small, he will deposit these 
coupons in a “ration coupon bank 
account,” exchange them for a 


“bank transfer voucher,” or send 
them direct to his supplier with his 
order fOr a fresh stock of the com- 
modity represented, 

The large retailer, the whole- 
saler, manufacturer and other sup- 
plier dealing in rationed commod- 
ities will havea separate “ration 
coupon account” on the books of 
his bank for each commodity, 
which will be expressed in coupons 
instead of dollars. 

To these accounts he will de- 
posit ali coupons, ration cheques 
and other ration documents re- 
ceived from consumers or deal- 
ers. When it is necessary for 
him to replenish his stock of a 
rationed commodity, instead of 
having to send his supplier an 
immense number of coupons and 
other ration documents he wili 
simply issue a cheque on his 
“ration coupon account” for the 
number of coupons his order re- 
presents. 


In addition to those who sell ra-| 
tioned goods against the surrender, 


of coupons there are the hotels, 
restaurants, hospitals and the like 
who serve meals which include ra- 
tioned goods. These concerns op- 
erate on a quota and are known 
as “quota users.”

Total net guarantees of the 
province amount to $7,582,796 at 
March 31, 1942, compared to $8,- 
500,509 for the previous year. 
The guarantees were in respect 
to irrigation and drainage dis- 
trict debentures, advances to 


marketing associations, co-oper- 
ative credit societies, and loans 
made under the Municipal Im- 
provemenis Assistance Act (Do- 
minion). The decrease in the 
guaranteed sum, amounting to 
$917,712, was due to some loans 
being paid up. 

Seventeen livestock feeders’ as- 
sociations were in operation in the 
province, Mr. Low announced, Dur- 
ing the season which ended Sept. 3, 
1942, a total of 14,945 head of cattle, 
and 41,157 head of sheep were 
placed with 408 members of the 
association.

terials and labor are not in de- 
mand for war production,” said Mr 
Low.

Expenditures of the government 
for 1943-44 are increased by $409,- 
649, to a total of $19,178,923, Largest | 
increase in estimated expenditure | 
is in the treasury department, | 
| which will spend $301,045, followed | 
by education, with $290,058. 

The treasury increase is wholly 
due to building up a $320,000 con- 
tingency reserve, while in educa- 
tion, a grant of $224,000, plus an 
increase of $51,000 to University of 
Alberta plus an increased grant fo: 
the correspondence schools are re- 
sponsible for the estimated in- 
crease, 


In the public health depart- 
partment, an increase of $27,000 
will go towards cancer treatment, 
prevention, and hospitalization of 
Surgical cases, thus rounding out 
services in the fight the govern- 
ment is carrying on against can- 
cer. Of the $500,000 estimated 
to be spent on Public Welfare in 
1943-44, two new features are 
outstanding. One is a gift to the 
university of a $10,000 blood- 
plasma plant, and the other, es- 
tashlishment of a committee in- 
vestigating into Child Welfare 
questions in Alberta. The com- 
mittee arises out of recent meet- 
ings in Edmonton, ot child wel- 
fare authorities.

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Teachers’ Salaries 


Premier Aberhart, in the course of the 
debate on the Speech from the Throne, 
suggested that he might take steps to raise 
the teachers’ minimum salaries in Alberta 
from $840 a year to $900 a year. 

This is a course that is most urgently 
required. The only amendment The Ed- 
monton Bulletin would offer to the pro- 
posal is that the minimum be fixed at $1,- 
000 a year rather than $900. Even a min- 
imum of $1,000 falls far below the emolu- 
ment suitable to the highly vital work of 
the school teacher. 

We are battling now for the preserva- 
tion of a civilization which we hold to be 
the most precious asset of ourselves and 
our race. Yet, in the final analysis, the 
fundamental basis of any civilization is 
trained intelligence and properly develop- 
ec character. 

In the formation of these, the school 
teacher is an important and essential fac- 
tor. His success in teaching lies in not 
only what he knows, but what he is. He 
must not only be a person of long and ex- 
pensive training, but a person of intrinsic 
mental and moral worth. 

It is most vital, therefore, that the 
taost capable persons in the community be 
attracted into this profession. But how 
long will the most capable persons. con- 
tinue to follow this profession if the prac- 
tical rewards are not made commemsur- 
ate with the high purpose of the task? 

It is a tribute to the devotion of school 
teachers that they do carry on in spite of 
these adverse and unfair circumstances. 

Alberta's school system is one of the 
finest in Canada. This is due very largely 
to the enlightened leadership of Mr. Aber- 
hart as Minister of Education, a leadership 
which is made practical by his notably suc- 
cessful experience of 25 years as head of 
Crescent high school in Calgary.- 

The organization of Alberta’s school 
system would be made complete by the 
establishment of a salary minimum of 
$1,000 a year. Obviously Mr. Aberhart is 
willing to go that far. The public should 
realize the situation and indicate that it 
wishes him to do so.

One Item in the Program 


Every naval and merchant ship leav- 
ing a Canadian port now carries a supply 
of what are called survivors’ dunnage 
bags. These bags are packed with warm 
clothing, toilet articles, and other things 
needed by people forturate enough to es- 
cape when their ship goes down. These 
things are not intended for the crew of the 
ship carrying the bags, but for men ind 
women whom the vessel may pick up at 
sea, victims of an enemy submarine. 

This is just one detail in the methods 
being adopted by the Canadian Red Cross 
to meet the needs created by the war, 
needs in this, instance due largely to the 
fiendish type of warfare adopted by the 
enemy. These survivors’ bags are sup- 
plied, with their contents, by the Red 
Cross. That the numbers of them required 
is very large, and must rise é 
where the Axis U-boats are un 
tive, is obvious. And to supply 
money. 

This is one of scores of ways in which 
the Canadian Red Cross is ministering to 
the needs of those of our own country, 
of Allied countries, and of neutral coun- 
tries, to whom the war brings misery and 
suffering. This is done for the people of 
Canada, in their name, on their behalf, 
and with funds which they provide 
through voluntary contributions. _ 

In what way would it be possibile to 
invest a dollar, or a hundred, that would 
more effectively express the innate hum- 
anity of the average Canadian, or that 
would give the world a clearer understand- 
ing of the decent sort of people we aim to 
be? Every person in Edmonton and in 
northern Alberta who can afford to put 
something into this mercy fund should do 
it with deep satisfaction, and with pro- 
found thankfulness that he or she is able 
to share in the work which the Red Cross 
does for us.

Debt Tribunals ? 


At their conference at Saskatoon on 
Friday representatives of the Govern- 
ments of the three prairie provinces and of 
agricultural organizations e:dorsed the 
action of the similar conference held last 
June. The earlier conference proposed 
that a tribunal, or tribunals, be set up 
which would have broad powers to deal 
with farm debs in conditions of emerg- 
ency. A draft bill embodying this pro- 
posal was forwarded to Ottawa but reach- 
ed there in the closing days of the session. 
As the Alberta Debt Adjustment Act 
came before the Privy Council subse- 
quently, no action has yet been taken to 
put the plan in operation. 

A message from the Minister of Fi- 
nance was read to the delegates on Friday 
Saying that this proposa! had been care- 
fully considered and that a decision would 
be reached when the finding of the Privy 
Council had been studied and when the 
recommeniations of last week's confer- 
ence became known. The Privy Council's 
decision iaving been that debt adjustment 
is a matter of federal responsibility, and 
the confereace having re-affirmed the 
plan to set up debt tribunals, there is 
therefore a prospect that action along the 
line suggested will be taken at the present 


seasion of parliament. 
The draft bill seems to have been 
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drawn without prejudice toward debtors 
or creditors, and to offer a ineans at long 
last to remove the debt “mess” from poli- 
tics and put it in the way for fair, honor- 
able and permanent settlement.

The Road to Berlin 


The Ukraine mud which bogged down 
the retreating Nazis had also slowed up 
the Russian advance. There has been 
fierce fighting around Stalino and on the 
approaches to Taganrog — perhaps be- 
cause the enemy cannot continue with- 
drawing without sacrificing heavy equip- 
ment and because the heavy roags ham- 
per’the Red forces in executing their fav- 
orite by-passing and encircling move- 
ments. 

But according to Berlin radio the Rus- 
sians have broken out a new offensive 
farther north, in the central sector, with 
Bryansk as the probable immediate ob- 
jective, and Smolensk next in view, Mos- 
cow has said nothing about a drive in this 
area, which rather supporis the Berlin 
report since the Red announcers have cus- 
tomarily held back such news until the 
movement was well under way. 


A major thrust in that area could be 
the beginning of worse disaster than has 
overtaken the enemy in the south. The 
road to Berlin does not lie through the 
Ukraine, but runs straight west from 
Moscow. It is the road over which Na- 
poleon advanced with an army which or- 
iginally numbered 420,000 men—and over 
which an organized body of only 8,800 got 
across the Beresina in his retreat.

Though butter stocks are only half the 
usual amount at this time of year, the ra- 
tion allowance is being restored to two 
pounds per person during March, and 
from the 20th of the month the former 
rate of one-half pound per week per per- 
Son will be restored.
